night at Frankfurt, the air 
ministry announced today. 
Large fires were burning, the 
air ministry sald. 

While the principal objective 
was Frankfurt, last raided on the 
night of Aug. 24, other targets in 
the Rhineland also were hit. |

35th ATTACK 


It was the 35th time the R.A.F. 
has struck at Frankfurt, a leading 
commercial city and important 
Rhineland port and rail centre 
more than 400 miles from British 
bomber bases. 


Fighter command aircraft at the 
same time carried out offensive 
patrols over German-occupied ter- 
ritory. 

Seven bombers were reported 
missing from the Rhineland raids, 
three fighters from the patrol 
operations, and two coastal com- 
mand aircraft from patrol work 
yesterday. 

The night raids followed daylight 
assaults by Boston bombers upon 
German submarine nests at Le 
Havre and Cherbourg. 

Only two nights this month has 
German sleep gone undisturbed by 
the drone of British bombers over- 
head or the crash of their explo- 
sives. 

HELPS CAMPAIGN 

Improving weather apparently 
helped the intensification of the 
bombing campaign through which 

Air Marshal Sir Arthur Harris has 
pledged. “We are going to scourge 
the Third Reich from end to end.” 

Only two R.A.F. raids were made 
upon Germany during the first 
eight nights of July; three in the 
first eight of August. 

As to German raids on Britain 
last night, British authorities said 
there was little activity and two 
Nazi planes were shot down.

Petain, Laval 
Warned French 
May Yet Revolt

SOMEWHERE ON THE 
FRENCH FRONTIER, Sept. 
(BUP)—Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain and Pierre Laval, it was 
revealed today, have been placed 
on solemn warning that France 
may suffer “convulsions” if the 
Vichy government attempt to 
draw the nation “into war against 
our allies.” 

In an unprecedented indictment 
of the Petain-Laval regime, Edou- 
ard Herriot and Jean Jeanneney, 


leaders of the last parliament of 


the Third Republic, have made 
public a document declaring: 

“It is impossible for liberty to 
die in the country of its birth from 
where it spread all over the world.” 

The language of the parliamen- 
tarians implied that despite the 
French defeat in June 1940, despite 
the armistice with Germany, de- 
spite the rise of Petain and Laval, 
they still consider France bound by 
the treaties of alliance with which 
she entered the war.

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Some Constructive Ideas 


Those attending the unofficial Con- 
servative “convention” at Port Hope, On- 
tario, are to be complimented on having 
devoted their time largely to the making 
of construcive proposals which they would 
like to see incorporated into public policy. 

Outstanding among these is the sug- 
gestion that a central farm bank be or- 
ganized to provide short term and inter- 
mediate credit for farmers. Looking in the 
same direction, the financial improvement 
of people on the land, are the proposals 
that the machinery for debt adjustment be 
continued along the lines of the Farmers’ 
Creditors’ Arrangement Act; that a price 
Stabilization corporation be set up; that 
farmer co-operation in the marketing of 
products and the purchase of supplies be 
encouraged. 

These are suggestions which deserve 
attention on their merits. They do not 
savor of party politics and should not stir 
up prejudice because of their source. The 
unsatisfactory position of agriculture is a 
fact. No party is wholly to blame for it, 
nor wholly free from blame. The practical 
problem is how to establish farming on a 
parity basis and give the farm family the 
opportunity to live at a proper Canadian 
Standard, 

While the “round table” gathering was 
unofficial, and therefore does not commit 
the party representatives in parliament, it 
will be strange if these proposals do not 
find expression and support when the 
Houses are again called together, That 
they will be widely discussed and approved 
seems likely, The delegates did well to put 
these ideas before the public.

When Winter Comes 


In the background of the battle scene 
in Russia are the gathering storm clouds 
of winter. Snow is due to start falling in 
the Caucasus in three or four weeks, and 
on the northern sectors as soon. It was 
in October last that Hitler started his 
furious drive against the Russian centre, 
only to bog down in snew before he could 
reach any worth while objective. 

The Russians of course know their 
weather, and—as they have always done, 
frame their strategy with winter as an 
ally. Muddy roads, followed by deep 
snow and intense cold, are counted on to 
halt the panzer divisions, and give oppor- 
tunity for the offensive tactics which Red 
forces last winter showed themselves so 
able to employ. 

When the Fuehrer presented his apol- 
ogy for the hardships suffered by his 
armies last winter in Russia, he assured 
his Sportspalast audience that the rail- 
ways to the Russian front would be run- 


ning better next winter and supplies would - 


be delivered more regularly. The possibil- 
ity of his troops having to spend another 
cold season huddling in Russian trenches 
was even then in mind. What was then a 
possibility is now a clear prospect. 

That the Nazis can capture Stalingrad 
and the Caucasus oil fields before snow 
comes is by no means certain, but it is 
certain that—even if they secure these 
prizes—they will not have time to or- 
ganize and develop another offensive else- 
where before they must den up. This the 
Russians—and their Allies—are taking 
into account, and no doubt making the 
basis for operations which will make full 
use of the opportunities then presented to 
them. 

Perhaps the young Germans who have 
died in the campaign of this summer were 
fortunate; their comrades are facing a 
Season of hardship from which death 
might be a happy release. For, with the 
augmented Allied air force striking from 
the west and the east, the railways on 
which Hitler counted are not likely to run 
any more smoothly than tiey did last win- 
ter, while supplies for them to carry pro- 
mise to be less ample.

There Must Be Balance 

Canadians have been told officially 
that if inflation should run riot in the 
United States the price control System of 
the Dominion would collapse. We have 
therefore a very direct stake in the suc- 
cess of President Roosevelt's plans to 
complete effective control over the cost of 
living. And an indirect stake also, since 
if these plans should fail there would be 
interruptions and a general slowing down 
of war production in the United States. 
with which war production in Canada is 
interlocked. 

No country torn by economic strife can 
concentrate on the output of munitions. 
Should the deadly spiral of mounting costs 
of living and demands for higher pay de- 
velope cyclonic proportions south of the 
border, a corresponding disturbance would 
be induced in Canada; and the fighting 
forces of the Allies on every front must 
suffer lack of equipment as production 


processes and plants were halted and 
hampered. 
The President outlined these plans, 


with characteristic courage, in his broad- 
cast on Labor Day. These call for a ceiling 
over the prices of all kinds of farm pro- 
duce, to remain for the duration of the 
war and “so long thereafter as may be 
necessary’; with a floor as well to prevent 
prices crashing when the war ends. They 
call also for a ceiling and a floor over and 
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under wage rates, to keep these in fair 
relation to the farm product prices. 

Congress has been asked to enact legis- 
lation before the end of this month which 
will set the upper—and the lower—limits 
of product prices. Should it do so, the 
President undertook to establish the nec- 
essary wage control by executive action. 
Should Congress fail to pass the price 
legislation, the executive authority will be 
employed to regulate prices also, as an 
emergency measure. 

By the one means or the other there- 
fore, price and wage control are to be 
established in the U.S, within a month. 
With the apparent conflict between the 
President and some elements in Congress, 
outsiders have no proper concern, But we 
in Canada are, properly and very really, 
concerned in the accomplishment of the 
purpose. Stability of prices and wages in 
the United States will assure stability in 
Canada; and the maximum development in 
both countries of the output of tools with- 
out which the war cannot be won. 

Control regulations in Canada have 
been hampered, and in some particulars 
made ineffective, because corresponding 
regulations were not in force south of the 
border, These difficulties will be removed 
as the President’s plans are carried out; 
and the smooth working of the production 
machinery in both countries will be freed 
from the menace of disruption.

The dissatisfaction which Major 
Power has more than once expressed, be- 
cause Canadian airmen serving oversea 
did not get recognition as such in the news 
despatches, is made clearer by a recent 
announcement by the Minister himself. 
Who in Canada knew until last week that 
2,000 Canadian fliers have been dumping 
bombs on Rommel’s camps and communi- 
cation lines for many weeks? Their 
identity was lost in the despatches under 
the general name of the R.A.F. Now that 
the fact is known, the struggle in Egypt 
takes on new interest for Canadians, and 
thousands of Canadian boys will have 
Tobruk fixed in their minds as a place 
they hope to see from the seat of a bomb- 
ing plane.

Certainly 
many of the rich, heavy concoctions 
usually served as dessert are from 
the standpoint of health, very un- 
desirable. To many people, the 
dinner meal is incomplete unless 
some kind of dessert is served and 
the problem becomes one of pro- 
viding a dessert which is attractive 


and which at the same time, is 
healthful. 
There are many thousands of 


people anxious to improve in health | 
through dieting, who choose the re- | 


mainder of the meal wisely, only 
to add a dessert which is difficult 


to digest. After such a mistake, 
they may then develop digestive 
discomfort and they come to the 
conclusion that in spite of all 


their care in selecting a good diet |
